Absorption only 
Ineans drugs or substances have 
passed_ through tissues or mem- 
brane (e.g., the stomach, intestine， 
blood vessels, etc.) into the blood 
streams. If the substances absorbed 
are essential for the homostasis of 
the body it is utilized and jits 
metabolite is then excreted via the 
urine，feces，or other routes of 
excretion。 If the substances ab- 
sorbed are not utilized，it is ex- 
creted as its original form and not 
its metabolite. 

Vitamin C itself does not really 
prevent colqs; it is only one of a 
number of catalysts used by the 
body in times of stress to convert 
stored energy Into useful energy to 
combat the stress which is causing 
the imbalance. Elaboration into 
the Krebs cycjle is too lsngtby and 
Unnecessary.

BAKERSFIELD 一 Masonic rites 
were held for Earl Wong，72， 
prominent Bakersfield business- 
man，last week，who died at the 
UCLA Medical Center in Los An- 
geles. 

Wong was the father of Los 
Angeles Municipal Judge Delbert 
Wong，the first Chinese-American 
to be appointed to a judgeship in 
California 

Mr. Wong was anative of Canton， 
China and had resided in California 
for 57 years。 He first settled in 
Hanford,， where he operated a res- 
taurant business. He married Alice 
Mar of Fresno，and moved to 
Bakersfield in 1920. 

He established his first grocery 
store, the Lincoln Market, on 20th 
Street. In 1935 he bought a larger 
store on 18th Street，where he 
operated the New Lincoln Market 
for over 20 years. He was also an 
active partner in the Alta Vista 
Market on 玉 entucky Street，JIn 
1957 he retired from both busi- 
nesses and devoted his time to civic 
Pursuits. He was a member of the 
First Congregational Church for 
OVerT 40 years. 

Mr. Wong was active in the Chi- 
nese Benevolent Assoclation，servV- 
ing in many official capacities in- 
cluding that of president for several 
termSs。 He was one of the Prime 
movers in the building of the Chi- 
nese_ Community Center in 1948， 
locatedat 2128 N Street.， 

Mr Wong was a member for 
many years of the Pacific Coast 
Amateur Magicians and the Society 
of American Magicians.

NEW YORK 一 The second of two 
defendants accused of attempting 
to kill the vice premier of Taiwan， 
Chiang Ching-kuo,，a year ago was 
found guilty last week on charges 
of attempted murder and illegal 
Possession of a weapon. 

A jury of 11 men and one 
womany, after athree-hour delibera- 
tion，found Tzu-tsai Cheng，a 33- 
year-old architect of New York 
City, guilty ofboth charges.Justice 
Howard Baer set sentencing for 
July 6 and continued Chen free on 
$90,000 bail. 

Cheng had taken the stand in his 
own defense and pleaded innocent 
to both charges.

vals. The Dongbel dance is charac- 
terlized by quick and crisp move- 
ments of the legs,coming together 
of the bent knees，and agile wrist 
movements forming 3a series of 
flower batterns with red handker- 
chiefs held in the hands.The Anhui 
dance，normally a group dance 
with a lead clown and with con- 
siderable playfulness, was done in a 
solo by Chiang Ching，With ade- 
quate preparation and asupporting 
cast，thls and other dances would 
have been more complete and strik- 
ing.

DANCE ACADEMY 

Chiang Ching，now visiting the 
U.S.，was among the first students 
to be _ accepted by the National 
Dance Academy，the first of its 
kind in China, started in 1956 after 
a_ three-year national search and 
research，irivolving a few hundred 
Scholars and dance experts，was 
completed.， The Academy was 
founded to cultivate interest in， 
understanding of and skills for the 
different forms of Chinese dances 
among the _ various Peoples of 
China, to establish a common set of 
dance vocabulary and teaching 
materials throughout China, and to 
sttimulate _ each ethnic goup to 
concentrate on and develop further 
its own particular styles and pat- 
terns of dance. Graduates of the 
Academy, after Six years of inten- 
sive_ training in Peking，are sent 
throughout China to give perform- 
ance and instruction. As a gradu- 


ate，Chiang Chingssticcessfully and 一- 


faithfully carried out this mandate 
at San Francisco State College last 
Friday. 


Miss Chiang Ching，a_ native of 
Toishan，was among the 300 boys 
and girls recruited from all parts of 
China to first enter the Academy in 
1956. Upon graduation in 1962， 
she was immediately picked to 
make national tours with the Pe- 
king Arts Councils and choseri to 
dance before visiting foreign digni- 
taries in Peking. Since she jleft 
China, she has been performing and 
teaching Chinese dance. In addi- 
tion，she was in about twenty 
Chinese movies, playing lead roles. 
She is currently finishing abook on 
Chinese dance.

Setback for Asian 
\ 


business ad grads

AsSian-American students seeking a graduate education in 
business administration received a setback recently when 证 
was learned that a major SoOurce of financial aid for minori- 
ties will no longer accept Asian-American applications. 


At its board meeting of March 27, 1971, the Council for 
Opportunity in Graduate Management Education (COGME) 
voted to exclude Asian-Americans from eligibility for its fel- 
lowships.。A new definition of eligibijlity was passed， requlr- 
ing that fellowship candidates be Be 天 477zerica1H 12adic1， Or 
LisDa1ic 472erica1z、 It was noted that the new definition SUp- 
erseded the original one; which had included Asian-Americans. 


COGME was founded in January, 1970, when the Alfred 
E. Sloan Foundation granted $1,000,000 to ten graduate 
Schools of mangement in Support of a program designed to 
increase the flow of minority candidates into MBA programs. 
The larger goal of the COGME program was to enable minor- 
ity people to move into positions of TeSponsibility in Ameri- 
can management， This program was in harmony with the 
grOowing conviction that increased minority participation in 
American mangement was a desirable and necessary goal. 


As a condition for eligibility for COGME fellowships, a 
minority applicant must be accepted for admission to one of 
the ten member Schools which includes: University of Cali- 


fornia at Berkeley, Stanford University, Carnegie-Mellon U- 
niversity, University of Chicago ,Cornell University,， Dart- 
| mouth College, Harvard University, Massachusetts Institute 
| of Technology, and the University of Pennsylvania，PDuring 


COGME'S first year, 159 fellowships-were accepted by min- 
ority students for use in the 1970-1971 academic year， Ap- 
pPIOoximately nine of these fellowships were awarded to Asian- 
Americans. 


According to COGME chairman, John W， Hennessey, the 
decision to exclude Asian-Americans wasateatoadecrease 
in available COGME funds. He pointed out that the num- 
ber of fellowships offered will be reduced this year， The rea- 
Son for excluding one miinority group, instead of having 3 
general reduction in the number of fellowships, was not given 
however. 


Gary Williams, Assistant Dean of Admissions at the Stan- 
ford Graduate School of Business, attributed COGME'Ss action 
to an ijgnorance of Asian-American problems. He pointed out 
that COGCME is largely made up of Eastern schools, and these 
schoos are not aware of Asian-American problems, which are 
centered mainly on the West Coast. 


The reaction of Asian-American MBA students at Stanford 
was more critical， Many felt that COGME?s action was a re- 
Sult of a racist attitude among the COGME Board of Trustees. 
The students viewed the exclusion of Asiar-Americans as a 
divisive tactic, designed to alienate Asian-Americans from 
other minorities，While none of them will be affected by the 
COGME decision, they were still concerned about the effect 
such a decision will have on future Asian-American students 
interested in management education， 


This concern was expressed in a letter to COGME calling 
for the immediate reinstatement of Asian-American applica- 
tions， The letter also had the support of the other COGME 
Fellows at Stanford, who are chiefly Black and Chicanos. I 
is expected that the matter will be discussed again at the next 
COGME board meeting.
